spades against the doubled 
three no-trump contract. East 
played the queen and South 
won with the ace. 


At trick two South led the 


jack of diamonds which was 
allowed to hold. The queen of

East had to take his ace. 


East played out a second 


spade to dummy's ten. South 
finessed a club, returned to 
dummy with the 
king of 


spades and picked up the 
rest of the club suit. As a 
rather unnecessary 
end to 


the slaughter, South finessed 
against West's ten of dia- 
monds in order to make five 
odd and to score 1,150 points. 


Had East shifted to a heart 


when he got in with the ace 
of diamonds, he would have 
beaten the contract a trick. 
West t h o u g h t that East 
should have made that play. 
East felt that he should not 
lead away from his king-jack 
combination up to dummy's 
queen. Make your own deci- 
sion and then see if it agrees 
with ours. 


We find East guilty. 
One 


disadvantage of point count is 
that it gives a defender an op- 
portunity to count high cards. 
Dummy held eight points and 
East 13 so that there were 19 
high card points for South 
and West. South had shown 
up with eight points in dia- 
monds and spades, and the 
unknown high cards were the 
ace of hearts and ace-queen- 
jack of clubs. It should have 
been apparent that West held , 
one of the aces for his dou- 
ble and that South had bid 
on only 15 points. 


If West held the ace of 


clubs, a heart lead would 
make dummy's queen a win- 
ner but that would only be 
declarer's eighth trick. If 
West held the ace of hearts, 
it was up to the defense to 
take their heart tricks right 
away.

Postal Rates Going Up Again? 
P 


ostmaster General Lawrence 
O'Brien, in office only a few 


i 
weeks, is already considering an 
increase ir> postal rates, He told 
the National Press Club recent- 
ly that rate changes may be 
proposed for Congressional ap- 
' proval on account of "vast and 
costly improvements" planned 
for the mail service. Dispatches 
from Washington telling of O'- 
Brien's stated intentions did not 
give details on the rate increases 
he expects to request, but if first 
class postage fails to be one of 
the first hiked, it will be un- 
usual. 


Year by year, .postal service- 


1 in the United States costs pat- 


rons more and does less f o r 
them. And each year, no mat- 
ter how the rates are adjusted, 
the Post Office Department goes 
into the red. It was never in- 
itended 
that the 
Department 


should show a profit on its opera- 
tions, but with a monopoly of 
the business it seems as though 
it should be able to break even 


*now and then. Rates on first 
•class mail today have gone up 
150 per cent, while the service 
to patrons has dropped off at 
least one-half. 


Those 
with long memories 


can recall when it cost two cents 
to mail a letter and there were 
two deliveries a day. Now the 
rate is five cents and one deli- 
very and the service windows at 
most postoffices in the nation 
| are closed a good deal of the 


time. This is not the fault of 
local postal officials or the men 
who sort and carry the mail. The 
majority of postal workers to- 
day are as loyal and dependable 
as their counterparts half a cen- 
tury ago. 


The trouble is somewhere in 


the policy-making part of the 
hugh establishment. And in set- 
'ting new policies, the new Post- 


1 « master General seems to be 


as short on vision and judgment 
as his predecessors. He is con- 
tinuing the policy of taking mail 
franchises away from railroad 
passenger trains and putting the 
mail on 
Department-owned 


trucks. There it is subject to 
delays caused by bad weather, 
accidents and the traffic snarls 
that are a major headache in 


, and around every American city. 


Meanwhile the loss of revenue

This costs 
railroaders thousands of jobs 
and will work mischief with the 
nation's transportation system 
if a national emergency should 
arise. If better service — say, 
restoration of two mail deliver-

ies a day — were to be offered 


I* Cun return for higher postal rates, 


most patrons would not com- 
plain. If it would be possible 
once again to mail a letter in 
the morning and have it deliver- 
ed in the same city the same 
day (as is the case in London 
and Paris), patrons would feel 
they were getting something for 
their money.

Rescue Center said a search 
plane had sighted wreckage be- 
lieved to be that of the Indian 
airliner about 1,500 feet from 
the summit of Mont Blanc, 
Western Europe's highest moun- 
tain. 


The Italian search pilot re- 


ported he could see no sign of 
life, but the official said the 
plane was flying to high to re- 
port on survivors with any cer- 
tainty.

"seemed to be scattered over a 
considerable area," in French 
territory. Italian search planes 
were recalled to their stations tq 
await further orders from t h e 
Pench Rescue Center at Aix en 
Provence, 


The Air India office said the 


Boeing 707 jet was en route 
from India to New York with 
106 passengers and a crew of 11. 
Eight of the passengers were 
bound for New York. 


The wreckage was reported 


sighted near the Vallot Refuge, 
a mountain hut used by climb- 
ers ascending the 15,781 - foot 
peak. Mountaineers said the hut 
is about an hour's walk from the 
summit of Mont Blanc and near 
a glacier. 


It was the second Air India 


plane to crash into Mont Blanc, 
The first, a Constellation in 
1950, also crashed near the Val- 
lot Refuge, killing all persons 
aboard. 


After leaving India, tho big jet 


had stopped at Beirut, Lebanon, 
and was on its way to Geneva 
when it crashed. After the stop- 
over in Geneva, it was to put 
down in Paris and London be- 
fore flying the Atlantic. 


The flight was Air India's No. 


AI-101, a spokesman for the air- 
line said. 


There had been no indication 


of any trouble as the plane ap- 
proached Geneva to land, cut- 
ting through a layer of clouds 
shrouding the city. Above the 
clouds, the weather was clear. 


The Geneva airport said it 


had been in radio contact with 
the plane from the time it flew 
over Turin, Italy, but contact 
suddenly broke off at 8:02 a.m. 
— 2:02 a.m. EST.
